‘the person of Palingo (Chinaman) ; 2nd, with 
feloniously taking and carrying away cértain 
godds, &c., the property of the*\said Pulingo ; 
aud, 3rd, with feloniously taking certain goods 
and chattels, the property of the Bishop of Col- 
umbia. The offence was-Onc and the same, but 
the different counts were so worded in order to 
give a chance oféonviction on one shonld the 
others fail.—Cariously enough the Grand Jury 
found “‘true bill” on all three counts, which 
was equivalent to saying that the Indian took 
the goods from the man while he was alive, and 
also that he took them after his death, assuming 
thatevent. Bisides Constable Agassi, who swore 
to the arrest and finding of said goods upon the 
prisoner, only one witness was called. Chou 
Ha (Chinaman), after being duly cautioned to 
“tell no lies,” and kissing the gospels (mechani- 
cally of course) stated that he was a partner of 
said Pulingo ; heard him, about 4 months ago, 
agree with prisoner to convey him (Palings) 
from Harrison River to a point 8 miles below 
Hope ; saw them start together in a canoe-; the

destination by a cousin of his (the Indian’s), 
Witness subsequently learned that Pulingo had 
never reached his destination, nor been ‘seen by 
any ohe, since the day in question.
